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MINUTES 

EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

JANUARY  18,  1990 

SHERATON  STURBRIDGE  -2:00  P.M. 

PRESENT:    President  Osborn,   Executive  Vice  Presidents  Lydon, 
Faherty,  Farmer,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes,  Vice  Presidents 
Abdow,   Butler,   Cardinal,   Ciejka,   Collins,   Dart,   Dimitropolis, 
Devlin,  Donegan,  Joyce,  Leahy,  LeBlanc,  Mills,  Ollivierre, 
Phinney .

The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  V.P.  Devlin. 

The  President  requested  a  moment  of  silence  be  observed  for 
former  Greater  Boston  CLC  Secretary-Treasurer,  Lawrence  Sullivan. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  he  would  interrupt  his 
report  to  allow  Legislative  Director  Foley  to  make  his  monthly 
report  to  the  Council  members  in  that  the  Director  had  to  return 
to  the  State  House  as  soon  as  possible.  At  this  time  the 
President  began  his  Report. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 


President  Osborn  reported  on  the  just  concluded  State  of  the 
Union  Conference  and  that  the  agenda  included  Worker's 
Compensation,  Unemployment  Trust  Fund  which  was  presented  by  DET 
Commissioner  James  French,  JTPA  and  that  most  of  the  Conference's 
theme  was  around  the  issue  of  building  grassroots  activity, 
getting  union  members  and  families  involved  in  the  upcoming 
caucuses.  He  noted  that  the  number  of  participants  was  small  but 
that  the  discussion  and  dialogue  generated  by  the  speakers  went 
over  very  well  and  he  had  been  complimented  by  those  in 
attendance  for  the  interesting  and  informative  program.  He 
further  noted  that  the  political  atmosphere  winds  were  blowing 
against  labor  and  urged  more  participation  and  activity  than  ever 
before.  President  Osborn  also  advised  he  was  contemplating 
whether  to  have  a  State  of  the  Union  Conference  next  year,  due  to 
the  turnout  this  year  and  further  noted  he  had  received  good 
reports  from  those  that  participated  in  this  year's  conference. 

The  President  reported  on  sending  a  letter  to  Attorney  General 
Shannon  and  to  the  Massachusetts  Congressional  Delegation 
protesting  the  increase  in  the  costs  of  home  heating  oil  during 
the  recent  cold  spell. 

At  this  time  the  President  interrupted  his  Report  to  allow 
Legislative  Director  Foley  to  present  his  monthly  report  to  the 
Council. 


LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR 'S  REPORT; 

Director  Foley  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  allowing  him  to 
make  this  month's  report  out  of  turn. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  prevailing  wage  legislation  that  had 
been  lost  in  the  enactment  stage;  that  35  bills  had  been  enacted, 
but  not  this  one;  that  at  that  moment  the  Legislature  was  out  and 
that  there  was  a  Chairman's  meeting  set  for  12:00  to  poll  them  on 
the  question  of  increasing  the  sales  tax.  He  advised  the  income 
tax  was  off  the  table  right  now  and  that  in  the  last  vote  there 
were  11  to  1  voting  against  taxes  with  only  the  Chairman  voting 
yes.  He  noted  that  at  yesterday's  session  there  were  40 
Legislators  missing.  He  reported  that  as  Legislative  Director  he 
could  not  see  a  resolution  to  the  fiscal  situation. 

Director  Foley  also  advised  that  Unemployment  Insurance  funding 
is  in  trouble  and  will  go  broke  in  1  1/2  years  and  that  there  was 
a  22+%  increase  in  compensation.  He  also  noted  that  when  a 
budget  package  comes  out  of  the  House  the  Senate  would  not  add  to 
it;  that  no  bill  numbers  have  been  assigned  to  any  of  our 
legislation  and  he  would  advise  the  Vice  Presidents  when  ones  are 
assigned;  that  no  hearings  are  being  scheduled  yet  and  that 
further  cuts  would  be  coming  and  that  this  budget  would  be  the 
fourth  one  submitted  this  year;  and  that  on  testimony  on  bills, 
written  testimony  would  only  be  accepted  on  re-filed  bills  and 
oral  testimony  would  be  accepted  on  newly  filed  bills.  He  further 
advised  the  Legislative  Department  would  notify  the  Council 
members  of  the  date  the  bills  would  be  heard. 

V.P.  Butler  commented  that  Director  Foley  has  been  reporting 
right  along  on  what  has  now  actually  been  happening  on  the  budget 
problems. 

MMS.  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT; 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  continued  his  report. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  problems  with  Unemployment 

Insurance  and  that  300  million  would  be  spent  from  reserve 

accounts.    He  also  noted  that  money  had  been  given  back  to 

management  and  that  this  money  should  have  gone  into  training  or 

into  a  reserve  fund.   The  President  also  reported  that  during  the 

State  of  the  Union  Conference,  he  had  put  the  DET  Commissioner, 

James  French,  on  notice,  not  to  interfere  with  the  benefits  of 

working  people. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  loss  of  the  90-10  health 
insurance  contribution  fight  of  the  public  employees  which  was 
hard  fought  against  by  the  public  sector  unions;  on  winning  the 
battle  against  changing  the  grievance  procedure  for  state 
employees;  on  knocking  out  language  on  the  health  insurance 
benefits  that  was  anti-spousal  and  anti-family;  on  saving  the 
health  insurance  contributions  of  city  and  town  employees  from 


being  increased  and  on  a  big  win  for  labor  in  speaking  out 
against  the  prohibiting  of  retroactive  award  monies  for  Local  589 
of  the  Carmen's  Union. 

The  President  reported  on  the  TEAM  referendum  and  advised  this 
effort  had  collected  more  signatures  than  any  other  referenda 
being  filed;  over  169,000  signatures.  He  noted  it  would  be  a 
heavy  campaign  and  that  the  public  sector  was  standing  together 
in  this  campaign  and  the  other  affiliates  would  be  asked  to 
participate  as  in  the  Question  2  campaign.  He  also  noted  that 
the  CLT  petition  drive  had  put  Barbara  Anderson  in  $20,000  debt. 
He  also  noted  this  would  be  a  major  campaign  and  that  the  other 
side  has  access  to  the  media  via  talk  shows,  etc.  The  President 
further  advised  that  a  non-affiliated  public  sector  union  had 
also  filed  an  initiative  petition  with  a  minimal  amount  of 
signatures  and  that  there  could  be  an  outstanding  question  of 
whether  or  not  this  particular  referendum  could  be  added  into  the 
TEAM  referendum.  President  Osborn  commended  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  for 
his  hard  work  and  support  as  the  Chair  of  the  Public  Employee 
Committee.  He  also  reported  that  $70,000  was  put  together  to 
support  the  signature  drive  efforts  and  to  keep  TEAM  up  and 
running.  He  noted  that  during  this  major  campaign  Labor  would 
have  to  catch  the  eye  of  the  citizenry,  to  educate  them,  and  to 
involve  all  of  Organized  Labor  in  support  of  this  referendum. 

President  Osborn  reported  he  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  attended 
a  press  conference  with  the  Boston  Building  Trades  and  MassPort 
in  support  of  a  3  0  million  dollar  bond  request  and  that  he  had 
participated  in  several  interviews  by  the  news  media. 

On  the  MWRA,  President  Osborn  reported  that  he  had  protested  by 
letter  the  language  on  the  file  sub  bid  and  noted  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  is  on  record  as  being  officially  against 
it. 

The  President  reported  on  the  caucus  planning  meeting  that  was 
held  in  Waltham  and  that  approximately  150  people  had 
participated  and  that  the  turnout  was  less  than  last  year 
planning  meeting.  He  also  noted  receiving  calls  from  Frank 
Bellotti  and  Evelyn  Murphy  regarding  the  upcoming  caucuses.  He 
urged  a  strong  message  should  go  out  to  make  sure  union  members 
and  their  families  participate  in  the  caucuses  and  get  involved 
in  the  political  process  and  further  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to 
participate  in  their  local  caucuses. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  he  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes 
met  with  John  Silber  and  it  was  their  assessment  that  Mr.  Silber 
was  lacking  in  political  expertise. 
V.P.  Devlin  questioned  the  need  to  even  meet  with  him. 

He  reported  on  several  meetings  held  with  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  with  BTU  President  Ed  Doherty  relative  to  the 
problems  of  funding  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  Contract  and  felt 
these  meetings  had  a  positive  affect  for  the  Teachers. 


President  Osborn  advised  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Health 
and  Safety  Committee  under  Chair  Robert  Spinney  will  be  planning 
a  health  and  safety  seminar  and  notified  the  Council  members  that 
this  committee  is  looking  for  additional  members.  He  also 
advised  meeting  with  Ken  Lyons,  President  of  NAGE,  with 
Sec./Treas.  Haynes  regarding  the  problems  facing  the  public 
sector  employees  and  to  reaffirm  support  for  these  unions;  on 
meeting  with  Russ  Sheehan  from  Local  103,  IBEW  regarding  an 
increase  in  affiliate  numbers. 

The  President  reported  on  meetings  of  the  Worker's  Advisory 
Council  and  its  ongoing  problems  and  that  management,  doctors  and 
employees  were  complaining  about  the  delays  which  are  beginning 
to  happen  again  and  that  there  were  less  accidents  but  23%  more 
cases  in  litigation.  He  also  noted  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Worker's 
Compensation  Committee  has  been  meeting  and  is  a  very  active 
committee  and  advised  a  seminar  is  being  planned  on  Workers 
Compensation  to  be  held  at  U-Mass,  Boston  to  raise  the  visibility 
of  the  problems  with  workers  compensation  in  the  Commonwealth. 

President  Osborn  advised  on  attending  a  Martin  Luther  King 
Tribute  Dinner  which  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO,  CLUW  and  APRI  during  which  he  addressed  an  overflow  crowd; 
on  attending  the  swearing  in  ceremonies  of  the  Labor  Guild; 
Savings  Bonds  Kickoff  Luncheon;  meeting  with  Representative 
Marjorie  Claprood;  being  interviewed  by  Channel  7  and  on  a 
meeting  held  with  Lew  Finfer  regarding  joining  with  120+ 
organizations  in  the  fight  for  affordable  housing.  He  further 
advised  the  Council  that  at  this  meeting  he  informed  Mr.  Finfer 
it  was  not  the  position  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  to  join  other 
organizations  but  that  the  Council  would  encourage  support  for 
his  efforts  and  that  the  Council  would  get  the  information  out 
and  possibly  assist  in  legislation  that  was  the  same  as  the 
agenda  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO. 

He  further  reported  that  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  Conference  was 
scheduled  for  January  25;  the  Labor  History  Exhibit  which  is 
entitled  Collective  Voices,  is  coming  into  its  final  stages  and  a 
draft  has  been  prepared  for  review  and  that  this  Exhibit  would  be 
shown  at  the  State  Archives  for  6  months  then  would  be  available 
for  travel  and  display  throughout  the  state.  He  noted  it  would 
be  an  impressive  and  classy  Labor  Exhibit  and  that  over  $100,000 
has  been  put  into  it  by  the  Commonwealth. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  the  Northeast 
Council  would  be  hosting  a  Summer  Labor  School  during  the  last 
week  in  July  and  that  it  was  tentatively  scheduled  to  be  held  at 
the  Mass.  Maritime  Academy  and  further  information  would  be 
forthcoming.  He  noted  9  other  New  England  State  Councils  will 
be  participating. 

He  urged  the  participation  of  the  Vice  Presidents  with  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO  Frontlash  Program  and  noted  Frontlash  has  been  involved 


in  phone   banks,   picket  lines  and  providing   people   power   for 

affiliates.  He  further  noted  that  the  Committees  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  have  been  meeting  and  functioning  well  and 
urged  the  Vice  Presidents  commitments  to  these  committees  in 
keeping  them  well  staffed. 

He  gave  an  update  of  the  BTU  situation;  Boycott  of  Shaw's 
supermarkets  in  Worcester  County  and  noted  there  was  no  official 
boycott  from  Union  Label  regarding  Shaws  and  noted  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  was  in  full  support  of  the  UFCWU  in  this 
matter.  On  the  Hatch  Act  Reform,  President  Osborn  advised  the 
Council  was  working  with  the  National  AFL-CIO  and  that  the 
Council  has  informed  the  Federal  Sector  employees  that  we  v/ill 
stand  with  them  in  giving  them  full  employment  rights. 

At  this  time,  he  complimented  the  work  of  the  United  Way  Labor 
Liaisons  throughout  the  state  and  Earle  Bengtson,  State  Labor 
Liaison  for  yeoman's  work  in  each  of  their  areas  in  assisting 
employees. 

President  Osborn  advised  being  requested  to  act  as  Labor  Chair 
for  the  United  Ways  campaign  and  reported  that  Paul  O'Brien, 
President  of  N.E.  Telephone  would  be  the  overall  chairman.  He 
noted  contacting  Local  2222  B.M.  Myles  Calvey,  to  discuss  whether 
to  accept  this  position  and  reported  it  was  decided  that  Labor 
has  to  look  beyond  the  recent  telephone  workers  strike  and  that 
United  Way  does  do  good  things  for  employees  and  that  he  would 
participate  as  Labor  Chair. 

He  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  their  contributions  and 
assistance  on  behalf  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Food  Bank  and 
reported  that  over  $23,000+  had  been  collected  and  that  $8,000 
had  been  paid  out;  135  unions  had  contributed  and  all  affiliates 
would  be  solicited  once  a  year  to  sustain  this  important  program. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  noted  that  through  the  efforts  of 
V.P.  Leahy,  Arthur  Manley,  Chair  of  the  Waltham  Quality  of  Life 
Committee  was  able  to  participate  in  the  State  of  the  Union 
Conference  and  reported  on  being  an  active  committee  being 
involved  in  community  problems,  city  council  races,  building 
projects,  fundraisers,  etc.  President  Osborn  suggested  that  this 
Committee  be  used  as  a  model  for  all  Central  Labor  Council  in 
putting  together  Quality  of  Life  Committees  in  each  area. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  possibility  of  28  open 
legislative  seats  and  that  with  the  state  of  flux  in  the 
Commonwealth  that  if  the  budget  crisis  is  resolved  this  number 
would  go  down;  if  it  was  not  resolved  it  might  go  up.  He  noted 
the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  would  be  identifying  the  open  seats  and 
would  do  special  friends  programs. 

The  President  called  upon  the  Vice  President's  to  increase  their 
participation  with  the  council  and  informed  them  that  he  had 
received  good  reports  regarding  this  organization  and  that  he 


felt  the  affiliates  were  getting  a  good  return  for  their  per 
capita  and  further  urged  increasing  of  their  per  capita  numbers. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Joyce  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that 
President  Osborn  would  be  the  United  Way  Labor  Campaign  chairman 
and  that  N.E.  Telephone  President  Paul  O'Brien  would  be  the 
Chairman  and  that  Pres.  Osborn  flew  this  request  by  Myles  Calvey 
prior  to  accepting  this  position. 

V.P.  Phinney  complimented  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  for  doing  a 
great  job  in  1989  and  that  President  Osborn  with  his  team  and 
his  leadership,  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  taken  great  leaps  and 
bounds  and  he  hears  it  everywhere  he  goes  and  he  wished  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  under  the  leadership  of  President  Osborn 
much  success  in  1990. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  the  Executive  Officers  of  the  Council  requested 
the  President  to  leave  the  room. 

Executive  Vice  President  Lydon  reported  that  a  Committee 
consisting  of  the  Exec.  Officers  had  been  set  up  and  met  to  study 
the  question  of  possible  discrepancy  and  inequity  of  the 
President's  salary  and  as  a  result  of  the  meetings  the  following 
recommendation  was  being  presented.  That  the  present  salary  of 
the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  President  be  increased  from  $63,400  to 
$7  0,000.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  explained  the  salary  should  be 
set  10%  above  the  salary  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.  Exec.  V.P. 
Faherty  recommended  this  increase  be  retroactive  to  January  1, 
1990.  Discussion  took  place  around  the  issue  that  the  President 
make  a  salary  which  would  be  10%  more  than  the  salary  of  the 
Secretary-Treasurer . 

MMS  that  the  President's  salary  would  go  to  $69,74  0  and  that  the 
salary  would  be  10%  above  the  salary  being  paid  to  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  and  would  be  retroactive  to  January  1,  1990.  So  voted 
by  unanimous  vote. 

President  Osborn  was  requested  to  return  back  to  the  Council 
Meeting.  The  Executive  Officers  advised  the  President  of  the 
previous  motion.  President  Osborn  thanked  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER: 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  thanked  Vice  Presidents  Abdow,  Mills 
and  Phinney  for  increasing  their  organization's  per  capita  to 
assist  the  Council. 

He  further  stated  that  many  of  the  activities  that  he 
participated  in,  the  President  had  included  in  his  report. 

On  the  DET  grant,  which  pays  the  salary  of  John  Laughlin,  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  reported  that  DET  Commissioner  French  is 
assisting  in  attempting  to  fund  the  grant  into  1991. 
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Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  on  meetings  of  the  Public 
Employee  Coalition  and  of  meeting  with  the  Coalition  with  Sec.  of 
Administration  and  Finance  Ed  Lashman  on  long  hard  struggles, 
some  of  which  had  good  outcomes  and  some  bad. 

He  further  reported  on  a  meeting  with  Sec.  of  Human  Services 
Philip  Johnston  and  representatives  from  the  Teamsters  Union, 
Local  829  regarding  human  service  agencies  using  S.S.Pierce  which 
the  Teamsters  were  striking  and  also  of  working  through  Senator 
Kerry's  office  to  assist  in  the  boycotting  of  these  products  in 
the  federal  sector.  He  advised  on  the  success  of  the  Johnston 
meeting  and  also  thanked  President  Osborn  and  V.P.  Joyce  for 
their  assistance  in  this  matter.  He  further  advised  that  the 
first  meeting,  since  the  strike,  has  been  scheduled  between  S.S. 
Pierce  and  the  Teamsters,  and  felt  this  was  due  to  the  efforts  of 
the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO. 

On  the  caucus  planning  meeting,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes 
reported  that  there  were  fewer  people  in  attendance  and  advised 
he  felt  this  would  be  the  most  important  convention  year  since 
1982  and  urged  participation  at  caucuses  by  the  Vice  Presidents 
to  get  elected.  He  also  reported  on  a  meeting  with  President 
Osborn  with  GMC  on  the  educational  ad  book  which  solicits  ads 
to  assist  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Scholarship  program. 

He  also  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that  V.P.  McDevitt  was  in  the 
Leahy  Clinic. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  informed  the  meeting  that  71  people 
had  signed  up  for  the  Treasurer's  School  and  that  the  program 
agenda  would  include  banking  relationships  with  local  unions, 
computerization,  accounting  and  filing  procedures,  etc. 

The  Sec./Treas.  reported  on  the  upcoming  summer  school  sponsored 
by  the  Northeast  Council  and  that  it  was  in  the  process  of  being 
finalized  and  would  be  held  the  last  week  of  July  and  would  be 
targeted  to  discuss  common  problems  and  directions. 

At  this  time  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  gave  the  regular  monthly 
financial  report  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  and  responded  to 
questions  relative  to  it. 

At  this  time  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  inquired  as  to  whether  Local  2  6 
had  paid  their  per  capita  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes 
responded  in  the  negative. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  informed  the  Council  meeting  that 
the  Executive  Officers  had  mailed  the  pertinent  Local  2  6  data  and 
information  to  HERE  International  President  Hanley  and  has 
requested  HERE'S  rules  on  mandatory  participation  with  State 
Federations  and  that  to  date,  nothing  had  been  received  back,  and 
he  further  advised  that  by  the  next  Council  meeting  they  should 
have  further  information  and  recommendations  for  the  Vice 


Presidents. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Joyce  informed  the  Council  members  that  he  had 
received  a  call  from  a  Local  26  member  requesting  whether  he  had 
written  to  the  Congressional  Delegation  regarding  the  Local  26 
Housing  issue.  He  further  stated  that  he  had  and  would  be 
sending  a  copy  both  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  to  Local  26. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  accept  the  recommendations  of  the  Exec.  Officers.  So 
voted. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  suggested,  due  to  a  time  frame 
problem,  to  add  an  item  to  the  Exec.  Officers  Recommendations  in 
that  James  Mulloney,  B.M.  of  Local  1505  had  retired  and  a  new 
B.M.  was  elected,  J.  Kelleher  and  a  party  was  planned  in  Brother 
Mulloney7 s  honor  and  the  President  recommended  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO  purchase  a  table  for  this  event. 

MMS  to  purchase  1  table  for  a  party  in  honor  of  IBEW,  Local  1505 
former  B.M.  James  Mulloney.   So  voted. 

Discussion  now  took  place  regarding  the  resignation  of  V.P. 
Dorothy  Thomas  of  Local  2  6  which  the  Council  accepted  at  the  last 
Council  Meeting.  President  Osborn  noted  this  was  an  at-large 
seat  on  the  Council  and  not  a  District  Seat,  which  gives  latitude 
to  the  Executive  Officers  in  recommending  a  replacement.  He 
further  noted  that  the  Local  509,  SEIU  newly  elected  President 
has  shown  an  interest  in  being  appointed  as  a  Vice  President, 
that  509  was  a  large  statewide  local,  and  she  wants  to  actively 
participate  in  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO.  President  Osborn  further 
advised  that  the  Executive  Officers  are  recommending  Sandra 
Felder,  President  of  Local  509,  SEIU  to  fill  this  vacant  Vice 
President  seat  on  the  Council. 

MMS  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Exec.  Officers  in 
appointing  Sandra  Felder,  President  of  Local  509,  SEIU  as  a  Vice 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO.   So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR; 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  the  Scholarships  would 
be  administered  throughout  the  Commonwealth's  participating  High 
Schools  on  February  7th. 

He  also  noted  that  Frontlash  has '  been  using  the  services  of  a 
student  from  U-Mass  as  an  intern  for  the  purposes  of  cataloging 
films,  assisting  in  the  caucuses  preparation,  etc.  and  would  be 
paying  him  $200.00  for  his  efforts. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  that  the  HTUP  began  last  month 
and  that  Joe  Sheehan  had  won  the  Globe  Scholarship  Award  and  that 
Richard  Guiney  has  been  the  recipient  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Award. 
He  also  advised  that  he  and  President  Osborn  had  attended 
meetings  on  the  HTUP. 
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MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  refer  the  Communications  to  the  Exec.  Officers.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  advised  the  Council  members  that  he 
had  been  invited  by  Union  Labor  Life  Insurance  Company  to  be  a 
guest  speaker  at  their  last  National  Convention  and  that  he  was 
very  well  received  and  that  recently  he  had  contacted  the 
President  of  ULLICO,  Mr.  Rappoport  to  inquire  if  this  Insurance 
Company  would  take  under  consideration  investing  some  of  their 
assets  into  the  Carpenters  First  Trade  Union  Bank.  President 
Osborn  further  advised  that  ULLICO  had  informed  him,  as  a  result 
of  his  request,  that  they  had  contacted  First  Trade  Union  and 
would  be  doing  business  with  this  union  bank. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Dimitropolis  informed  the  Executive  Council 
that  the  IUE  is  in  the  process  of  losing  approximately  1660  union 
jobs  in  the  Pittsfield  area  which  will  bring  this  employment  down 
to  an  amount  of  800  people.  That  these  jobs  were  going  down 
south  and  that  with  upcoming  anticipated  reorganization  of  the 
aerospace  industry  many  more  jobs  will  be  lost. 

President  Osborn  commented  that  V.P.  Dimitropolis'  area  has  been 
devastated  by  job  loss  and  that  the  area  has  suffered  due  to  a 
catch  22  situation.   He  offered  the  support  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
in  anything  that  would  be  of  assistance  to  V.P.  Dimitropolis. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  congratulated  V.P.  Dart  on  his  new 
position  with  the  Mass.  Building  Trades  Council  and  noted  the 
President  of  the  Mass.  Building  Trades  is  on  the  move  and  new  and 
younger  members  are  becoming  involved.  He  also  informed  the 
council  meeting  of  the  Local  103,  newly  formed  zip  code 
committee;  where  activists  are  becoming  involved  politically  and 
being  coordinated  throughout  the  Local.  He  also  urged  any  Vice 
President  having  membership  in  the  Waltham  area  to  have  them  get 
involved  in  the  Waltham  Quality  of  Life  Committee  and  that  the 
WQLC  would  like  to  communicate  with  them. 

The  President  also  noted  the  tough  times  ahead  for  V.P.  Ciejka  in 
that  her  state  facility,  Belchertown  State  School,  is  scheduled 
for  closing. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Mills  wanted  to  publicly  thank  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Health  and  Safety  Committee  Chair,  Robert  Spinney,  for  his 
participation  in  the  National  Health  Insurance  seminar  that  was 
recently  held  and  that  Brother  Spinney  did  a  great  job. 

V.P.  Mills  also  advised  the  Council  that  WILD  will  be  having 
their  annual  fundraiser  and  asked  for  assistance  from  the  Vice 
Presidents  in  that  this  fundraiser  is  to  raise  money  for  the 
summer  institute  for  scholarships.  She  also  noted  the  Central 
Labor  Council  does  assist  this  group  and  this  is  only  8  0%  of 
their  budget  and  the  rest  had  to  be  met  from  various  other  ways. 
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She  suggested  a  $25  to  $200  individual  or  organization 
contribution . 

V.P.  Joyce  advised  that  both  the  GBCLC  and  WILD  would  be  moving 
their  office  location  to  the  Painters  District  Council  35 
building  shortly. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.

I  will  continue  to  do  what  I  can  to  support  the  working  men 
and  women  in  our  state  during  this  most  difficult  time.

FRANK  ANNOUNCES  LEGISLATION  TO  IMPOSE 
PRICE  CONTROLS  ON  OIL  INDUSTRY 

Washington,  D.C.  —  Congressman  Barney  Frank  (D-Mass.)  announced  today 
that  when  Congress  reconvenes  on  January  23  he  will  file  a  bill  to 
reimpose  Federal  price  regulation  on  the  oil  industry.    ir, 

"The  outrageous  profiteering  by  the  oil  industry  in  the  current  cold 
wave  makes  it  clear  that  President  Reagan  erred  when  he  pushed  through 
complete  decontrol  of  the  oil  industry,"  Frank  said.  "When  President 
Reagan  announced  total  decontrol  of  oil  prices,  he  predicted  that 
consumers  would  be  protected  against  price  gouging  by  the  forces  of 
competition.  The  unconscionable  actions  by  the  oil  companies  in 
taking  advantage  of  people's  vulnerability  in  the  current  weather 
crisis  rebuts  that  argument  conclusively." 

"Oil  prices  have  risen  by  50  to  100  percent  in  recent  weeks  —  with 
further  increases  coming  daily  —  for  one  reason  only:  the  eagerness 
of  the  oil  companies  to  maximize  their  short  term  profits  at  the 
expense  of  the  consumer.  There  is  no  change  in  the  supply  situation 
that  comes  remotely  close  to  accounting  for  these  unprecedented  price 
increases.  The  obvious  and  only  explanation  is  oil  company  greed," 
F'rank  said. 

"Until  recently,  there  was  not  a  majority  in  Congress  for  imposing 
regulation  on  oil  prices,  but  unless  the  oil  companies  not  only  stop 
increasing  prices,  but  in  fact  roll  back  the  price  of  oil  by  a 
significant  amount,  I  believe  there  will  be  strong  support  for  swift 
Congressional  action  to  protect  consumers  when  we  reconvene  in 
January,"  Frank  concluded.

FRANK  NOTES  LOCAL  OIL  DEALERS  NOT  AT  FAULT 

Washington,  D.C.  —  In  response  to  questions  called  in  to  his  office, 
Congressman  Barney  Frank  (D-Mass.)  today  emphasized  that  his  criticism 
of  "oil  company  greed"  in  his  statement  calling  for  a  reinstitution  of 
federal  price  controls  on  oil  referred  to  the  large  multi-national  oil 
producers  and  not  to  the  oil  distribution  companies. 

"The  local  oil  dealers  are  as  much  victims  of  the  outrageous  price 
increases  of  the  past  weeks  as  are  the  consumers,"  Frank  said.  "It  is 
the  large  oil  companies  which  control  the  supply  who  are  driving  up 
the  price  at  an  unbelievable  rate  to  take  advantage  of  the  cold  snap. 
The  local  oil  dealers  who  sell  the  oil  to  homeowners  have  no  choice 
but  to  raise  their  prices  because  the  prices  they  pay  the  large 
comnpanies  are  being  driven  sky  high,"  Frank  said. 

Frank  will  testify  on  this  matter  before  the  Subcommittee  on  Energy  of 
the  Rouse  Energy  and  Commerce  Committee  next  week,  and  will  make  it 
clear  that  it  is  the  multi-national  oil  companies  that  are  at  fault. 
Frank  added  that,  at  the  suggestion  of  local  people  knowledgeable 
about  the  oil  business,  he  will  urge  the  subcommittee  to  look 
skeptically  at  the  impact  that  trading  oil  futures  on  the  Mercantile 
Exchange  has  had  on  price  volatility.

I  would  like  to  brief  you  on  the  Center  for  Applied 
Technology's  program  for  the  next  few  months. 

We  have  enough  funds  to  survive  until  July  1,  1990. 
After  that,  it  appears  we  will  have   no  funds  for  programs. 

In  the  meantime  CAT  will  do  the  following: 

1)  support  a  project  being  conducted  by  Mike  Roberts  to  up 
grade  the  capacity  of  the  AFL-CIO  to  use  electronic 
networking.  We  have  budgeted  $10,000  for  this. 

2)  service  another  7  to  10  industrial  firms.  We  want  to 
assist  these  firms  apply  appropriate  technology  with  the 
involvement  and  enhancement  of  labor-  particularly  organized 
labor.  Therefore  we  will  target  our  efforts  first  at 
unionized  firms.  I  have  been  in  touch  with  Joe  to  put 
together  a  list  of  unionized  firms  in  the  Commonwealth. 

3)  CAT  will  set  up  a  nonprofit,  tax  deductible  foundation 
for  the  enhancement  of  manufacturing  in  Mass.   It  makes  no 
sense  to  set  up  such  a  foundation  without  the  key  players. 
Therefore  we  would  envision  the  directors  of  the  foundation 
to  include  a  majority  of  people  from  AIM,  or  its  appointees 
and  the  AFL-CIO  or  its  appointees. 

4)  CAT  has  proposed  to  Cong.  Mavroules  the  organization  of  a 
special  pilot  project  to  assist  firms  in  the  metalworking 
sector  to  diversify  production  so  as  maintain  employment  if 
there  are  defense  cuts.  CAT  will  use  its  method  of  skills 
based  automation  and  worker  participation  when  we  work  with 
the  firms.  The  Feds  (hopefully)  will  pay  for  it.  The 
Congressman  is  interested.  As  I  envision  the  organization  it 
will  have  an  advisory  board,  and  I  would  like  the  AFL-CIO  to 
be  an  active  part  of  that  board.   As  soon  as  I  am  clear  on 
the  possibilities  of  this  proposal,  I  will  send  over  a  draft 
for  your  comments.

I  am  not  sure  that  CAT  will  survive,  but  I  am  sure  that 
we  have  proved  that  the  role  of  labor  in  defining  how 
technology  can  be  applied  has  been  proven  to  be  much  more 
than  was  assumed  prior  to  our  existence.  Our  experience  at 
Pneumatic  scale  where  the  union  is  helping  to  set  the  agenda 
for  the  re-organization  of  the  factory  will  be  our  case  in 
point. 

At  any  rate,  CAT  could  not  have  accomplished  much  of 
anything  without  your  support.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  management  at  Pneumatic  scale  mentions  your  speech 
at  WPI  two  years  ago  as  one  of  the  items  that  convinced  them 
to  participate  in  our  program.

I  share  your  concern  about  this  matter.  While  recent  cold 
temperatures  have  clearly  increased  demand  for  heating  oil,  and 
price  is  usually  influenced  by  demand,  I  am  not  convinced  that 
the  cold  weather  alone  is  responsible  for  the  rapid  price 
increases  we  have  seen.  I  have  asked  the  Secretary  of  Energy  to 
investigate  the  heating  oil  supply  situation  to  determine  whether 
supplies  were  at  a  realistic  level  to  meet  the  early  winter 
demand  which  reasonably  could  have  been  foreseen.  I  have  also 
asked  the  secretary  to  determine  whether  supplies  were 
manipulated,  at  any  point  in  the  production  and  delivery  system, 
in  an  effort  to  influence  prices. 

While  the  federal  government  no  longer  directly  regulates  the 
price  of  oil,  federal  law  does  prohibit  certain  conduct  in  the 
setting  of  prices.  If  the  Department  of  Energy's  investigation 
reveals  that  any  of  these  laws  were  broken,  I  expect  that  the 
Department  of  Justice  will  vigorously  prosecute  the  individuals 
responsible.

No  Tax  Breaks  for     Banks  When  they  are  Redlining  &  Discrim- 
inating  and    There   is    a    $500   Million   State   Budget   Deficit 

While  the  state  is  reeling  from  massive  state  service  cuts,  falling 
bond  ratings,  a  $500  million  deficit,  the  major  banks  in  Massachusetts 
want  a  tax  break  for  themselves.    Meanwhile,  these  same  banks  continue 
to  redline  and  discriminate  against  minorities  and  other  low  and  moderate 
income  people.    BayBank  Chairman  William  Crozier  is  recommending  that 
the  legislature  raise  taxes  that  fall  on  working  families,  while  his  and 
other  banks  try  to  lower  their  own  taxes  by  $50  million  to  $100  million 
peryear. 

MAHA  will  hold  a  press  conference  today  at   12:  45  pm  in 
front   of  Room   251,   at  the   Grand   Staircase   to   discuss: 

1)  Whether  the  banks  should  get  a  tax  break  that  will  be  introduced  as  an 

amendment  to  the  interstate  Banking  Bill  pending  in  the  Senate. 

2)  Until  now  banks  have  agreed  that  if  they  get  a  tax  break,  they  will 

capitalize  a  $125  million  dollar  affordable  housing  fund.    We  hope  that 
the  Mass.  Bankers  Association  will  not  renege  on  this  commitment  by 
supporting  a  tax  break  amendment  that  does  not  include  this  housing 
fund. 

3)  Amendments  we  are  seeking  to  the  Interstate  Banking  bill  to  curb 

redlining  and  discrimination  by  banks.    Another  opportunity  is  passage 
of  a  Community  Reinvestment  Act  reform  bill  pending  in  the  House 
now  as  H.6492. 

Studies  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (Finn  Report)  have  showed  discrimination  in 
lending  to  minorities  by  banks.    The  BRA  study  also  showed  when  banks 
were  giving  loans  in  surrounding  white  neighborhoods,  it  was  to  condo 
conversions   that  displaced   existing   tenants. 


H.  6492  or  amendments  that  could  be  attached  to  the  Interstate  Banking 
Bill,  S.2087,  could  help  in  the  following  ways: 

1)  A  section  calls  for  public  disclosure  by  the  Banking  Commissioner  of  his 
Community  Investment  Act  performance  evaluations  of  state  chartered 
banks  (this  is  now  required  for  federally  regulated  banks)  . 

2)  A  section  calls  for  disclosure  of  race.sex,  income  of  bank  borrowers 
so  patterns  of  mortgage  lending  discrimination  can  be  determined  (this  is 
now  required  for  federally  regulated  banks). 

3)  A  section  calls  for  the  State  Treasurer  to  not  deposit  funds  in  banks 
that  receive  poor  CRA  ratings  from  the  State  Banking  Commissioner. 

4)  A  section  calls  for  disclosure  of  consumer  and  commercial  loans  so 
people  can  see  if  businesses  in  minority  areas  and  blue  collar  areas 
are  getting  their  fair  share  of  loans.

I  thought  i  must  reply  to  your  recent  statement  over  the  phone  that 
"based  on  your  action  yesterday,  you  are  a  untrustworthy  and  deceitful 
group,  and  we  can't  have  any  working  relationship  on  anything  with  you" 
which  was  followed  by  your  hanging  up  the  phone  on  me  without  giving  me 
a  chance  to  respond. 

I  assume  you  were  referring  to  our  opposition  to  the  amendment  to  the 
Interstate  Banking  Bill  to  allow  apportionment  of  earnings  by  banks.    At  a 
time  when  the  state  budget  cuts  have  meant  elderly  people  cut  off  home 
care,  homeless  people  left  in  shelters  or  the  street  with  no  rent  subsidies 
to  get  permanent  housing,  and  qualified  applicants  to  state  colleges  have 
to  be  rejected,  etc.,  and  further  budget  cuts  are  expected,  it  was  hard  for 
us  not  to  oppose  a  tax  cut  for  banks. 

In  our  last  conservation  about  6  weeks  ago  on  this  issue,  you  indicated 
that  MBA  had  proposals  that  would  lose  no  revenue  for  the  state  and  allow 
contributions  to  a  housing  fund.    I  said  we  were  willing  to  seriously  look 
at  such  proposals  but  you  chose  not  to  ever  contact  us  again.    We  heard 
about  this  apportionment  amendment  through  a  newspaper  story. 

Also,  I  had  told  you  and  Banker  &  Tradesman  6  weeks  ago  that  we  agreed 
that  the  law  should  be  changed  to  tax  out-of-state  banks  operating  here  at 
the  same  rate  as  in-state  banks. 


This  apportionment  tax  break  amendment  was  also  opposed  by  the 
AFL-CIO  and  by  TEAM  (a  coalition  of  human  services  and  labor  groups). 
Should  I  tell  them  that  by  implication  you  think  these  unions  and  human 
services  groups  are  untrustworthy  and  disceitful  too? 

If  your  anger  is  more  narrowly  only  about  our  statement  that  MBA.  had 
agreed  to  support  a  housing  fund  if  they  get  a  tax  break,  I'm  still  at  loss  to 
understand  it.    We  have  always  felt  based  on  our  research  that  the 
apportionment  change  was  a  significant  tax  break  whether  or  not  the  tax 
rate  changed. 

Despite  the  way,  you  treated  me  on  the  phone,  we  stand  ready  to 
discuss  the  issue  and  see  if  there  is  a  way  that  a  bill  could  be  found  that 
lowered  your  tax  rate  to  that  of  other  corporations,  taxed  out  of  state 
bank  operations  at  the  same  rate  your  pay  caused  the  state  no  revenue 
loss,  and  made  some  money  available  for  affordable  housing.    We  know  we 
are  not  experts  on  all  tax  policy  issues  and  are  always  willing  to  hear 
your  viewpoint  about  those  issue. 

While  we  realize  our  group  is  but  a  tiny  pebble  compared  to  the  great 

power  of  the  banks  you  represent,  we  work  very  hard  for  the  low  and 

moderate  income  people  we  represent  and  we  feel  we  do  this  in  a  manner 

that  is  neither  untrustworthy  nor  deceitful.

In  accordance  with  Section  14  of  Article  XX  of  the  AFL-CIO 
Constitution,  please  be  advised  that  the  subcommittee  of  the  AFL-CIO 
Executive  Council,  consisting  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Donahue  and  Vice 
Presidents  Gannon  and  Wynn,  has  found  the  International  Brotherhood  of 
Teamsters,  Chauffeurs,  Warehousemen  and  Helpers  of  America  to  be  in 
non-compliance  with  the  determination  of  the  Impartial  Umpire. 

This  finding  of  the  subcommittee  follows  from  the  decisions  of 
the  Impartial  Umpire  and  the  Article  XX  Appeals  Committee  that  IBT's 
ongoing  participation  in  representation  proceedings  concerning  T.  J. 
Maxx,  Inc.,  Evansville,  Indiana  (Case  No.  89-11)  violates  Article  XX, 
and  from  IBT's  refusal  to  withdraw  from  those  proceedings. 

Effective  this  date,  therefore,  IBT  will  be  subject  to  the 
following  provisions  of  Section  15  of  Article  XX: 

"(1)  The  non-complying  affiliate  shall  not  be  entitled  to  file 
any  complaint  or  appear  in  a  complaining  capacity  in  any 
proceeding  under  this  Article  until  such  non-compliance  is 
remedied  or  excused  as  provided  in  Section  16; 

(2)  The  Federation  shall,  upon  request,  supply  every  appropriate 
assistance  and  aid  to  any  organization  resisting  the  action 
determined  to  be  in  violation  of  this  Article; 

(3)  The  Federation  shall  appropriately  publicize  the  fact  that 
the  affiliate  is  not  in  compliance  with  the  Constitution;

Meanwhile,  there  is  something  we  can  all  do  right  away:  get  our  unions 
to  lobby  Congress  to  end  military  aid  to  El  Salvador  See  back  page. 

In  early  December ,  our  Committee  co-sponsored  a  very  succesful 
speaking  tour  of  former  Boston-area  resident  and  union  activist  Mark 
Anner ,  who  was  in  the  FENASTRAS  union  hall  in  El  Salvador  when  the  bomb 
exploded,  and  lived  to  tell  the  tale.  Mark  had  been  an  organizer  for  HERE 
Local  26  before  he  went  to  El  Salvador.  Over  300  people  came  out  to  hear 
his  dramatic  story  on  Dec.  5,  at  Arlington  St.  Church.  Sharing  the  bill 
with  Mark  was  America  Sosa,  from  the  Salvadoran  human  rights  organiza- 
tion C0MADRES ,  which  was  also  bombed  on  Oct.  3 1 .  At  the  event ,  we  raised 
over  $  1 600  in  donations  to  provide  shelter ,  clothing  and  emergency  sup- 
plies to  people  in  poor  neighborhoods  of  San  Salvador  that  were  bombed  by 
the  government  during  the  FMLN  offensive.  ( Tax-deductible  donations  to 
this  fund  can  be  sent  here,  made  out  to  "Febe  Velasquez  Memorial  Fund". ) 

On  Dec.  7,  Boston  City  Councillor  Rosaria  Salerno  held  a  press  confer- 
ence at  City  Hall  to  publicize  Mark's  story  and  call  for  an  end  to  US  mili- 
tary aid  to  El  Salvador.  Featured  speakers  in  addition  to  Mark  and  Salerno 
were  MLC  Co-chair  Domenic  Boz20tto,  Rep.  Joseph  Kennedy,  and  City 
Councillor  David  Scondras.  Also,  the  organization  Neighbor  to  Neighbor 
announced  the  launch  of  a  national  boycott  of  Salvadoran  coffee.

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LABOR  UPDATE 

TERROR  MOUNTS  IN  EL  SALVADOR;  LABOR  DRIVEN  UNDERGROUND 

The  last  few  months  have  seen  a  dramatic  increase  in  repression  against  the  labor  movement  in 
El  Salvador.  Between  June  1 ,  when  the  government  of  the  right-wing  ARENA  party  was 
inaugurated,  and  the  end  of  October ,  over  450  people  were  assassinated  and  75  disappeared  More 
than  600  were  interrogated  and  tortured.  Many  of  these  were  unionists. 

On  October  3 1  the  union  hall  of  the  labor  federation  FENASTRAS  was  destroyed  by  a  bomb.  Ten 
Salvadoran  unionists  were  killed,  including  Febe  Velasquez,  El  Salvador's  foremost  woman  union 
leader ;  over  thirty  were  injured.  The  bombing  came  in  the  wake  of  a  series  of  television  ads  taken 
out  by  the  Salvadoran  armed  forces  press  agency,  which  blamed  unions  for  violence  in  the  country 
and  targetted  Velasquez  with  a  big  red  "X"  drawn  across  her  face. 

On  November  16,  six  Jesuit  priests,  their  cook  and  her  daughter ,  were  slaughtered  bv  armed 
men  in  the  uniform  of  the  Salvadoran  army.  Since  the  university  where  the  priests  lived  was  at 
that  time  encircled  by  the  army,  it  is  hard  to  imagine  how  the  murderers  could  have  been  anyone 
other  than  armed  forces  personnel. 

On  Nov  11,  the  FMLN  guerrilla  forces  began  their  biggest  offensive  yet  against  the  Salvadoran 
government ,  taking  over  and  holding  neighborhoods  in  downtown  San  Salvador  and  other  cities.  In 
response,  the  government  indiscriminately  bombed  and  strafed  residential  neighborhoods  where  the 
FMLN  were  ensconced,  killing  many  hundreds  of  civilians  and  leaving  many  hundreds  more 
homeless  and  destitute.  The  areas  bombed  by  the  government  were  all  poor  and  working  class 
neighborhoods,  where  many  union  members  lived. 

The  Salvadoran  government  has  also  apparently  been  taking  advantage  of  the  FMLN  offensive  to 
mount  a  full  scale  war  against  the  labor  movement-  between  Nov.  1 1  and  mid  December ,  at  least 
1 00  unionists  were  taken  prisoner  by  security  forces,  according  to  the  International  Red  Cross 
Most  union  offices  have  been  broken  into  and  ransacked  by  the  armed  forces.  Office  equipment  and 
records  have  all  been  taken.  Union  members  no  longer  dare  use  their  offices,  nor  even  stay  in  their 
own  homes  at  night.  Government-control  led  radio  broadcasts  death  threats  against  union  leaders. 

On  November  24,  the  Salvadoran  legislature  adopted  an  "Anti-Terrorism  Law"  that  has 
effectively  outlawed  all  legal  opposition  and  union  activity. 

Despite  efforts  by  Salvadoran  union  leaders  to  continue  their  work ,  it  appears  that  the  labor 
movement  has  been  driven  underground. 

US  LABOR  RESPONDS 

The  FENASTRAS  bombing  brought  condemnation  from  the  UAW,  AFSCME ,  ACTWU,  SEIU  and  UE. 
The  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  sent  a  letter  of  protest,  as  did  the  UFCW,  for  the  first  time, 
and  UFCW's  Wynn  has  joined  the  National  Labor  Committee 

Lane  Kirkland  called  the  bombing  an  apparent  "return  to  terrorism"  in  El  Salvador  and  called  on 
the  Salvadoran  government  "to  investigate  fully  this  heinous  crime  and  to  swiftly  bring  those  guilty 
to  justice." 

The  AFL-CIO  has  also  come  around  to  the  position  that  El  Salvador's  labor  rights  violations 
warrant  action  by  the  USTR.  At  their  recent  convention  ( occur ing  as  the  insurrection  unfolded), 
they  passed  a  resolution  stating:  "The  AFL-CIO  has  announced  its  intention  to  call  for  a  termination 
of  El  Salvador's  benefits  under  the  Generalized  System  of  Preferences,  if  by  the  June  1 ,  1 990 
deadline  for  filing  6SP  petitions,  UNOC  and  the  AFL-CIO  have  jointly  determined  that  worker  rights 
abuses  in  El  Salvador  have  not  halted ." 
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HELP  CUT  OFF  AID  TO  EL  SALVADOR! 

As  of  right  now ,  the  entire  Mass.  Congressional  delegation  already  opposes  military  aid  to  El 
Salvador.   In  fact,  Sen.  Kerry  (along  with  Sens.  Leahy,  Harkin  and  Hatfield)  is  planning  to  submit  a 
very  strong  bill  cutting  off  all  military  aid  unconditionally,  and  conditioning  economic  aid  on 
substantial  improvements  in  human  rights  and  steps  toward  a  negotiated  peace.  Rep.  Markey  has 
also  signed  on  to  an  excellent  bill ,  submitted  by  Rep.  Dellums. 

Thus,  the  Congresspeople  that  need  to  hear  from  us  on  this  issue  are  from  other  states.  But  most 
of  us  are  members  of  International  Unions  with  membership  throughout  the  whole  country. 
Therefore,  the  one  most  important  thing  we  all  can  do  is  convince  our  International 
Unions  to  commit  resources  nationally  to  lobby  Congress  to  cut  off  war-related  aid 
to  El  Salvador- 
Please  contact  your  International  president  Below  is  a  sample  resolution  your  local 
union  could  pass.  Change  it  as  you  see  fit.  If  a  resolution  is  not  appropriate,  you  can  use  the  points 
made  in  the  sample  resolution  to  write  a  letter  or  draw  up  a  petition.  Any  way  you  choose  to  do 
it,  make  sure  your  International  gets  the  message:  the  AFL-CIO,  as  well  as  independent  unions  such 
as  the  NEA  and  UE ,  already  oppose  military  aid  to  El  Salvador  at  least  on  paper.  If  thev  become 
actively  involved  in  lobbying  to  cut  that  aid,  it  could  make  a  big  difference! 


SAMPLE  RESOLUTION:  PEACE  AND  JUSTICE  IN  EL  SALVADOR 

WHEREAS,  Hundreds  of  trade  unionists  have  been  assassinated,  disappeared  or  captured, 
interrogated  and  tortured  at  the  hands  of  the  Salvadoran  government  since  Alfredo  Cristiani  of  the 
death-squad  party  ARENA  took  office  June  first ; 

AND  WHEREAS:  The  bombing  of  the  offices  of  the  labor  federation  FENASTRAS  October  3 1  st ,  which 
killed  1 0  and  wounded  over  30,  was,  in  the  words  of  Lane  Kirkland,  President  of  the  AFL-CIO,  an 
apparent  "return  to  terrorism"  in  El  Salvador;  he  called  on  the  Salvadoran  government  "to 
investigate  fully  this  heinous  crime  and  swiftly  bring  those  guilty  to  justice"; 

AND  WHEREAS:  The  ARENA  government,  using  the  civil  war  as  an  excuse,  has  ransacked  and 
destroyed  every  major  union  office,  abducted  hundreds  of  unionists,  issued  orders  to  arrest  scores 
more  union  leaders  and  thus  driven  the  union  movement  underground, 

AND  WHEREAS:  The  torture  and  brutal  assassination  of  the  Jesuit  priests  further  demonstrates  the 
viciousness  of  the  ARENA  government; 

AND  WHEREAS:  Our  government  has  bankrolled  this  assault  on  the  Salvadoran  workers,  using  our 
tax  dollars,  to  the  tune  of  $  1 .5  Million  per  day,  money  which  could  be  better  spent  on  jobs  and 
social  services  here, 

AND  WHEREAS:  The  AFL-CIO  opposes  continued  military  aid  to  El  Salvador ; 

THEREFORE ,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  call  upon  our  Congressional  Delegation  to  end  all  military 
aid  to  El  Salvador ,  guarantee  that  all  humanitarian  aid  be  channeled  through  non-governmental 
agencies,  and  pressure  the  U.S.  Trade  Representative  to  end  trade  benefits  for  El  Salvador , 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  we  inform  our  members  of  the  situation  in  El  Salvador  and  ask 
them  to  individually  contact  their  Congressperson  regarding  a  cutoff  of  aid  to  El  Salvador ; 

AND  BE  IT  FINALLY  RESOLVED:  That  we  request  that  our  International  Union  direct  its  legislative 
department  to  lobby  Congress  for  these  same  ends.

SUBJECT:    Proposals  to  Amend  the  U.S.  Constitution 


A  number  of  national  organizations  which  represent  state  governments  have 
endorsed  or  arc  considering  two  amendments  to  the  U.S.  Constitution.  One 
proposes  amending  Article  X  —  the  so-called  "reserved"  powers  clause  —  and 
a  second  to  revise  Article  V,  the  constitutional  amending  process.  Both  are 
propositions  strongly  opposed  by  the  AFL-CIO  and  other  organizations. 

The  AFL-CIO  shares  the  frustration  of  many  state  governments  who  face  the 
increasingly  difficult  task  of  carrying  out  federally  mandated  social  welfare 
and  other  programs  with  less  and  less  federal  assistance.  We  have  for  years 
fought  sidc-by-sidc  with  the  representatives  of  state  government  to  secure  a 
fair  share  of  federal  dollars  for  these  programs. 

However  state  legislators  should  recall  that  when  the  era  of  shrinking  federal 
resources  began  almost  a  decade  ago,  it  came  at  a  time  when  nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  states  had  taken  the  drastic  step  of  calling  for  Congress  to 
convene  a  federal  Constitutional  Convention.  The  ostensible  purpose  of  the 
"Con  Con"  campaign  was  to  force  Congress  to  "put  its  fiscal  house  in  order" 
by  forcing  on  them  a  convention-authored  balanced  federal  budget 
constitutional  amendment. 

Although  the  "Con  Con"  drive  fell  short  of  the  34  states  required  by  the 
Constitution,  the  U.S.  Congress  —  out  of  fear  that  a  Convention  could 
become  a  reality  --  considered  and  rejected  the  balanced  budget  amendment 
on  three  separate  occasions  during  the  1980's.  Each  time  the  AFL-CIO  led 
efforts  against  this  ill-advised  budgetary  proposal. 

Congress,  however,  did  get  the  state's  message  —  loud  and  clear! 

As  Rcaganomics  took  its  fiscal  toll  on  the  federal  budget,  the  states  were 
among  the  first  victims  of  the  early  congressional  "Battles  of  the  Budget". 
Perhaps  this  eventually  was  a  factor  that  caused  several  states  to  reconsider 
their  support  of  previously  passed  "Con  Con"  memorials  and  resolutions. 
Three  states,  in  fact,  withdrew  their  support  for  a  Constitutional  Convention 
in  just  the  last  year.    As  a  result,  the  "Con  Con"  drive  has  collapsed. 
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Now  state  legislators  arc  being  asked  to  embark  on  still  another  crusade  to  amend  the 
U.S.  Constitution.  The  pretense  this  time  is  an  alleged  imbalance  in  the  state-federal 
separation  of  powers.  The  proposals  include:  granting  the  states  a  new  constitutional 
right  to  originate  amendments  by  revising  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  (the  amending 
process),  and  a  proposal  to  revise  the  language  of  Article  X  —  the  so-called  "reserved" 
powers  clause  dealing  with  the  separation  of  powers  between  the  federal  government  and 
the  states. 

Before  state  legislators  rush  to  judgement  on  these  proposals  as  many  did  before 
understanding  the  ramifications  of  a  potential  "runaway"  on  the  Constitutional 
Convention,  they  should  assess  not  only  the  substantive  impact  of  such  amendments  but 
as  well  the  potential  political  fallout  within  their  own  constituencies. 

For  example,  by  supporting  drastic  constitutional  changes  -  which  Congress  is  highly 
unlikely  to  approve  -  state  legislators  and  their  umbrella  organizations  risk  being 
painted  as  cither  extremists  (not  unlike  recent  "Con  Con"  proponents)  or  constitutional 
dilettantes  who  arc  more  concerned  with  abstractions  than  the  real  world  of 
congressional      budget-making.  More      directly,      shifting      the      power      to      originate 

constitutional  amendments  to  state  legislators  will  open  a  Pandora's  box  of  single  issue 
proposals  whose  supporters  will  undoubtedly  focus  their  not-so-tender  affections  on  the 
state  legislatures.  The  result:  Endless  debates  and  sharp  conflicts  between  state 
lawmakers  and  single-issue  constituencies  not  unlike  the  current  controversy  raging  over 
the  abortion  issue. 

These  and  other  unforeseen  consequences  await  those  who  under  estimate  the  impact  of 
advocating  federal  Constitutional  changes. 

We,  therefore,  urge  your  careful  consideration  of  any  such  proposals. 
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Dear  Legislator: 

As  a  participating  member  of  the  National 
Conference  of  State  Legislatures  (NCSL) ,  I  want  to 
bring  to  your  attention  a  resolution  entitled  "Amending 
the  Constitution"  passed  by  the  Eighteenth 
Constitutional  Convention  of  the  AFL-CIO,  held  recently 
in  Washington,  D.C.  Appended  to  the  resolution  is  a 
memorandum  by  Mr.  Robert  McGlotten,  Director  of  the 
AFL-CIO  Department  of  Legislation. 

This  resolution  and  memorandum  deal  with  the  issue 
of  amending  the  U.S.  Constitution,  an  issue  opposed  by 
the  AFL-CIO  and  currently  under  review  by  the  NCSL  Task 
Force  on  Federalism. 

I  hope  you  will  take  time  to  review  this 
information  prior  to  the  NCSL  State-Federal  Assembly 
meeting  in  Washington  in  mid-December.

Resolution  No.  8 
Amending  the  Constitution 
(E.C.  Report,  Pages  137-138) 

After  1 1  years,  the  tide  finally  turned  in  the  battle  to  stop  the  drive  for 
a  Constitutional  Convention  for  a  balanced  budget.  In  the  last  two  years, 
lubor  backed  efforts  to  repeal  such  resolutions  succeeded  in  Alabama, 
Florida  and  Nevada,  reducing  the  number  of  states  which  have  ratified  Con 
Con  from  32  to  29.  Because  the  agreement  of  only  34  states  is  necessary 
for  a  convention  to  be  called,  this  action  represents  a  major  victory.  We 
congratulate  the  Alabama,  Florida  and  Nevada  AFL-CIOs  for  their  fine 
efforts  in  these  campaigns. 

In  the  years  ahead,  the  AFL-CIO  will  continue  to  fight  for  the  defeat 
of  Con  Con  and  will  support  the  efforts  of  the  Citizens  to  Protect  the  Con- 
stitution. We  urge  the  state  central  bodies,  in  those  states  that  previously 
petitioned  Congress  to  convene  a  convention,  to  lend  their  support  to 
legislative  resolutions  withdrawing  those  petitions. 

The  AFL-CIO  will  also  oppose  any  other  efforts  to  amend  the  Constitu- 
tion if  those  amendments  weaken  Congress's  well-defined  role  in  the  con- 
stitutional amending  process  or  undermine  the  constitutional  balance  of 
power  between  the  federal  government  and  the  states.

When  Congress  returns  for  its  second  session,  federal  legislation  of 
critical  importance  to  our  unions  and  their  members  will  be  high  on  the 
legislative  agenda.    Among  the  issues  soon  to  be  considered  include: 

*An   override  vote  of  President   Bush's  veto  on   the  Eastern   Airlines, 
fact  finding  commission  bill  (H.R.   1231); 

The   Employee   Pension   Protection   Act  to  restrict  corporate   raiders 
from  plundering  employee  pension  funds  (H.R.  1661); 

*Family-medical  leave  legislation  (H.R.  770,  S.  345)  to  provide  unpaid 
leave  for  working  family  members  in  case  of  a  medical  crisis; 

*Proposals  to  increase  the  availability  and  affordability  of  child  care 
(H.R.  3,  S.  5);  and 

*Hatch  Act  reform  legislation  (S.135). 

To  assure  favorable  action  on  these  and  other  pro-labor  issues,  it  is 
crucial  that  federal  lawmakers  hear  from  our  state  and  local  central  bodies  at 
face-to-face  meetings. 

Congress  has  been  in  recess  since  Thanksgiving  and  will  return  in  late 
January.  Members  of  Congress  have  already  returned  home  and  have  been 
meeting  with  various  constituent  groups.  The  remainder  of  this  recess  from 
January  2  through  late  January  provides  state  and  local  AFL-CIO  leadership 
an  ideal  opportunity  to  meet  with  their  members  of  Congress  to  discuss 
labor's  legislative  agenda. 

The  Department  of  Legislation  is  prepared  to  assist  you  in  taking 
advantage  of  this  recess  opportunity  by  providing  to  you  in  advance  of  any 
such  meeting  a  custom-tailored  lobbying  report  detailing  the  issues  to  be 
lobbied  and  a  synopsis  of  your  legislator's  record.  (However,  this  report  is 
available  only  when  a  meeting  is  actually  scheduled).  To  receive  your  report, 
you  need  only  contact  Mike  Gildea  (202/637-5246)  on  my  staff,  who  directs 
our  grassroots  lobbying  program. 

I  hope  you  will  make  every  effort  to  meet  with  your  Senator(s)  or 
Representative(s)  during  the  upcoming  recess. 

Finally,  please  accept  my  gratitude  for  your  help  during  1989  and  my 
best  wishes  for  a  prosperous  and  healthy  1990.
